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THE    i'ARM    IJTCOME  SITUATION 
Summary 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  in  July 
totaled  902  million  dollars,  19^  million  (27  percent)  more  than  in  July 
last  year,  and  lOU  million  more  than  the  revised  estimate  of  79^  million 
dollars  for  June  19^1» 

Returns  "both  from  crops  and  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
in  July  this  year  were  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  even  though  a 
much  smaller  than  usual  proportion  of  the  wheat  crop  was  sold  or  placed 
under  loan.    The  increase  in  returns  from,  crops  resulted  largely  from  in- 
creased marketings  of  corn,  fruits,  and  vegetalsles  and  the  redemption  of 
cotton  formerly  placed  under  loan,  whereas  ret^orns  from  all  groups  of  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  were  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  Gov- 
ernment paj^nents  in  July  amounted  to  only  I5  million  dollars  compared  with 
35  million  in  July  lact  year  and  25  million  in  June. 

Eor  the  first  7  nionths  of  19^1  ca.sh  income  from  farm  marketings  a.nd 
Government  payments  totaled  5,2^2  rdllion  compared  with  ^,532  million  in 
the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.     Income  from  marketings  of  U,899 
million  was  S12  million  (20  percent)  higher  tha,n  in  the  corresponding  per- 
iod of  19^0,  hut  Government  payments  so  far  in  I9UI  have  totaled  only  3U3 
million  dollars  com.pared  with  UU5  million  dollars  a  year  earlier.  The 
greatest  increases  in  income  from  marketings  ha.ve  heen  in  the  returns  from 
cotton  and  cottonseed,  meat  animals,  dairy  products,  and  poultry,  hut  re- 
turns from  all  groups  of  commodities  except  grains  and  totacco  have  total- 
ed larger  than  a  year  earlier.

The  increase  in  income  from  June  to  July  was  slightly  larger  than 
usual.    After  adjustment  for  the  seasonal  variation  in  income  from  the  dif- 
ferent products,  income  in  July  was  99,0  percent  of  the  192U-29  average  com- 
pared with  96,0  in  June  and  71,0  in  July  last  year.    Although  marketings  of 
grains  were  restricted  somewhat  in  July  "by  the  small  movem.ent  of  wheat,  the 
increase  in  income  from  grains  from  June  to  July  was  greater  than  usual. 
Income  from  finiits  and  meat  animals  also  increased  more  "than  usual  from 
June  to  July  whereas  the  change  in  income  from  most  of  the  other  groups  was 
ahout  normeJ  for  this  period  of  the  year. 

During  August  large  quantities  of  whe'a't  have  "been  placed  under  loan, 
s.nd  the  movement  of  other  crops  to  market  has  Wade  aliout  the  usual  seasonal 
increase.    Prices  received  hy  farmers  apparently  increased  from  mid-Jiily 
to  mid-August.     Higher  prices  and  a  normal  movement  of  farm  products  to  mar- 
ket probably  will  result  in  an  increase  in  income  of  more  than  the  usual 
seasonal  amount  from.  July  to  August,     Changes  in  prospective  supplies  and 
prices  for  the  principal  farm  products  since  mid-Jujie,  y/hen  it  was  estimated 
that  total  cash  farm  income. from  farm  marketings  for  19^1  would  amount  to 
about  10  billion  dollars,  have  been  about  as  expected  and  the  present  esti- 
mate of  cash  incom.e  from,  farm  ma^rketings  for  the  present  calendar  year  is 
"onchanged  from  that  made  in  Jujie,  ■ 

Government  payments  are  expected  to  increase  substantially  in  the 
next  few  months,  and  for  the  rest  of  this  calendar  year  probably  will  equal 
or  exceed  slightly  those  of  the  sesae  period'  in  19^+0.

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Cash  farm  Income  in  Jime  substantially  higher 
tha-n  a  year  earlier  in  all  out  two  States 

The  revised  estimate  of  cash  farm  income  for  Jime  of  79S  million  dol- 
lars is  36  percent  higher  than  that  for  J"ane  19^0.     Substantial  increases  in 
income  were  recorded  in  all  States  except  South  Carolina  and  Georgia.  In 
South  Carolina  income  was  considerably  lower  than  a  year  earlier  primarily 
because  of  a  sharp  reduction  in  income  from  potatoes  and  cotton.     Income  from 
farm  marketings  in  Georgia  in  June  this  year  was  somevvha^t  larger  than  a  year 
earlier  but  total  income  was  reduced  becp.use  of  a  sharp  decline  in  the  amount 
of  Government  payments.     In  the  remaining  States  the  increases  in  income,  in- 
cluding Government  payments,  ranged  from  11  percent  in  Maine  to  more  than  100 
percent  in  Arizona.     Increases  were  relatively  large  in  almost  all  of  the 
Southern  States,  where  income  in  June  this  year  was  increased  substantially 
by  extensive  redemption  of  cotton  formerly  placed  under  loan  and  by  sharply 
higher  returns  from  livestock  and  livestock  products. 

Income  from  farm  marketings  increased  about  the  usual  seasonal  amount 
from  May  to  June  in  the  ITorth  ajid  South  Atlantic  States,  but  in  the  East  North 
Central  Region  income  declined  slightly.     In  the  West  North  Central  Region  the 
increase  in  income  was  less  than  usual  largely  because  of  the  greater  than 
usual  decline  in  sales  of  hogs  in  these  areas  from  May  to  June.     In  the  South 
Central  Region  income  in  both  May  and  June  was  higher  than  usual  for  this  sea- 
son because  of  the  added  income  received  from  redemption  of  cotton  formerly 
placed  under  loan,  but  income  in  June  was  less  than  in  May  in  contrast  to  the 
usual  seasonal  increase'  at  this  period  of  the  year.    In  the  Western  Region 
the  increase  in  income  from  May  to  June  was  slightly  more  than  usual  as  sub- 
stantial increases  in  income  were  reported  from  both  crops  and  livestock. 

During  the  first  half  of  I9U1  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and 
Government  pa^'Tnents  totaled  ik  percent  more  than  in  the  same  period  of  ISkO, 
and  income  was  higher  thaji  a  year  earlier  in  all  but  four  States.     In  Maine, 
where  income  from  potatoes  has  been  sharply  lower  than  a  year  earlier,  cash 
incom.e  totaled  only  85  percent  of  the  first  half  of  19^0.     Income  was  dov/n 
10  percent  in  Connecticut,  largely  as  a  result  of  the  earlier  movement  of  the 
19)40  tobacco  crop.    Most  of  the  decline  in  North  Dakota  and  Nebraska  was  due 
to  smaller  receipts  from  crops,  although  Government  payments  in  these  States 
also  were  somewhat  smaller  during  the  first  half  of  19^1  than  in  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  I9U0.     In  the  remaining        States  increases  m  income 
ranged  from  2  percent  in  Nevada  to  U5  percent  in  Arizona. 

On  a  regional  basis,  cash  income  from  farm  m.arketings  and  Government 
payments  during  the  first  half  of  19^^  was  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier 
in  all  geographic  regions.    The  greatest  increase  in  income  was  in  the  South 
Central  States,  where  income  including  Government  paym.ents  totaled  21  percent 
more  than  a  year  earlier.     In  the  East  North  Central,  South  Atlantic, _ and 
Western  regions  income  ranged  from  ik  to  16  percent  above  a  year  earlier, 
while  in  the  North  Atlantic  and  West  North  Central  regions  the  increases  a- 
mounted  to  7  and  9  percent  respectively. 

North  Atlantic  States 

During  June,  income  from  crops  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  ^^^^  only 
2  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  but  returns  from  livestock  and  livestock

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products  end  Government  Daypients  were  up  sharply  compared  with  June  last  year, 
so  that  total  cash  income  including" •  G-overn-nent  payments  was  22  percent  above 
June  19^0c     The  increases  in  income  ranged  from  11  percent  in  J.'aine  to  Uo  per- 
cent in  Vermont,  with  most  States  recording  increases  ranging  from  I7  to  23 
percent. 

During  the  first  half  of  19^41  income  frorn. crops  in  most  of  these  States 
was  smaller  this  year  than  last,  largely  as  a  result  of  lov/er  prices  for  po- 
tatoes and  smaller  marketings  of  toliacco,   straw!) erri ec ,  and  maple  products. 
Tor  the  region  as  a  whole  the  returns  from  crops  v-ere  7  percent  less  than  in 
the  corresponding  months  e  year  earlier.     Income  from  livestock,  however,  was 
up  ih  percent,  pnd  total  income  including  Government  pa,yments  was  7  percent 
higher  than  in  the  first  half  of  15^0.     In  Maine  imd.  Connecticut  incom.e  for 
the  half  year  was  less  than  a  year  earlier,  but  the  remaining  States  recorded 
increases  of  from  k  to  16  percent. 


East  North  Central  He^ 


Increases  in  returns  of  7  percent  from  crops  and  of       percent  from 
livestock  and  livestock  products /.resulted  in  a  totsl  cash  income  from,  farm 
marketings  36  percent  lavger  this  June  than  last.     Income  including  Govern- 
nent  pajrmonts  was'  up  35  percen':  over  June  Inst  year,    Both  higher  prices  and 
increased  marketings  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  important  fac- 
tors in  the  sharp  rise  in  income.    All  States  recorded  substantial  increases 
in  incom.e,  ranging  from  22  percent  in  Ohio  to  U5  percent  in  Illinois  a.nd 
Wisconsin. 

Income  from  crops  during  the  first  lislf  of  19^1  ws,s  16  percent  less 
than  a  year  earlier,  and  Government  payments  were  lower,  but  returns  from  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  were  Up  29  percent.    Total  cash  income  for  the 
region  was  In  percent  higher  than  in  the  first  half  of  I9U0.    The  increases  in 
income  ranged  from  10  percent  in  Illinois  to  26  percent  in  Wisconsin. 

West  North  C ent r al  Region 

Wheat  m.arketing  began  earlier  this  year  than  in  19U0.    Marketings  of 
corn  were  about  normal  this  June,  as  compared  with  the  relatively  small  amount 
marketed  in  June  last  year.    As  a  result,  returns  from  crops  in  this  region 
during  Ju:ie  were  6I  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Returns  from  live- 
stock were  up  U3  percent.     Government  pajonents  were  less  thaji  in  June  last 
year,  but  total  farm  income  including  Government  payments  was  h2  percent  higher 
than  a  year  earlier.     The  increases  in  inco-.^e  in  the  different  States  cor.nared 
with  June  last  year  ragged  from  ik  percent  in  ITorth  Dakota  to  jk  percent  in 
Kansas.     Increases  in  income  from  livestock  were  general  for  roll  products  and 
in  all  States. 

MaJTketings  of  crops  during  the  first  half  of  I9U1  were  considerably 
less  than  a  year  earlier.    As  a  result  of  the  smaller  a-ount  of  corn  placed 
under  loan  and  the  smaller  ano^Jint  of  wheat  redeemed  from  loans,  income  from 
crops  from  January  to  June  was  23  percent  less  than  during  the  same  period^ 
last  year.     Government  payiTients  diorin^  this  period  in  several  States  of  this 
region  also  were  considerably  smaller  than  a  year  earlier.     In  most  States, 
however,  increased  returns  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  nore  tnan 
offset  the  declines  in  other  sources  of  farm  income,  and  income  for  the  area 
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as  a  whole  was  up  9  percent  over  the  first  half  of  19^0.     Income  in  the  dif- 
ferent States  ranged  from  Sk  percent  of  last  year  in  Worth  DsJcota  to  121 
percent  in  Missouri. 

South  Atlantic  States 

Cash  income  in  Jme  for  all  States  in  this  region,  except  South  Carolina 
and  C-eorgia,  was  soEewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    A  sharp  decline  in  in- 
come from  cotton  and  potatoes  in  South  Carolina,  and  in  Government  payments  in 
Georgia,  resulted  in  declines  in  total  income  of  9  aj^d  2  percent  respectively. 
For  the  region  as  a  whole,  returns  from  "both  crops  and  livestock  were  suh- 
stantially  higher  than  a  year  ea.rlier  v/hereas  Government  payments  were  somewhat 
smaller. 

During  the  first  6  months  of  19^1»  income  from  crops  was  up  I5  percent 
and  income  from,  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  25  percent  higher  than  , 
in  t  he  corresponding  months  of  19^0.  Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  for  the 
region  a,s  a  whole  totaled  19  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier,  and  income  in- 
cluding Government  payments  was  up  I6  percent.  All  States  in  this  region  re- 
corded increases  in  incom.e,  the  increases  ranging  from  7  percent  in  West 
Virginia  to  2^+  percent  in  Florida. 

South  Cent ra-1  region  •  _     .  • 

Income  from,  crops  during  June  was  up  shairply  in  all  States  of  this 
region  except  Kentucky  and  Louisiana.    Most  of  the  increase  resulted  from  the 
redemption  of  cotton  which  had  been  formerly  placed  under  loan,  although  re- 
turns from  grains  and  fruits  a.lso  were  somewhat  higher  than  in  June  last  year. 
Returns  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  sharply  higher  than  a  year 
earlier  in  all  States.     Incorr.e  from  all  items  of  livestock  and  livestock  pro- 
ducts was  considerably  higher  hut  the  greatest  increases  in  returns  were  from 
hogs. and  poultry  sjid  eggs.    For  the  region  as  a  whole,  total  cash  incom.e  in- 
cluding Government  payments  during  June  was  61  percent  higher  than  a  year 
earlier,  the  increases  ranging  from  23  percent  in  Louisia^ia  to  7S  percent  in 
Texas. 

During  the  first  6  months  of  19'4-1  this  region  recorded  the  greatest 
regional  increase  in  income  over. a  year  earlier.     Cash  income  from  farm  market- 
ings from  January  to  June  was  up  33  percent  from  a  year  earlier,  hut  because 
of  smaller  Governm.ent  pajTnents  income  including  Governm.ent  pa;/ments  was  only 
21  percent  higher.     The  increases  in  income  ranged  from  J  percent  in  Kentucky, 
where  income  from  crops  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  was  less  than  in 
19^-0,  to  38  percent  in  Arkansas,  where  the  increase  in  returns  from  both  crops 
and  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  greater  than  in  any  other  State  in 
the  region. 

Western  region 

Eet\xrns  from  crops  in  June  in  Montana,   Colorado,  and  Nevada  were  some^ 
what  smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  but  in  Idaho,  ITe?^  Mexico,  and  Arizona  they 
were  sharply  higher.    The  increase  in  Idaho  resulted  from  larger  ret'orns  from 
fruits  and  beans,  and  in  New  Mexico  and  Ari zona. from  the  redemption  and  sale 
of  cotton  formerly  placed  under  loan.    Because  of  sharp,  increases  in  returns 
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from  cattle,  eggs,  and  wholesale  milk  during  June,  all  States  in  the  region 
recorded  substantial  increases  in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products. 
Total  cash  income  including  Government  payments  for  the  region  was  27  percent 
higher  than  in  June  last  yea-v.    All  States  recorded  increases  in  income,  the 
increases  ranging  from  8  percent  in  Montcjia  to  over  100  percent  in  Arizona, 
and  for  most  States  amounted  to  from  20  to  h-0  percent. 

Trom  January  to  June  income  from  crops  in  this  region  was  12  percent 
higher  than  a  year  earlier  and  returns  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
were  up  21  percent,  hut  Government  pa^nnents  in  several  of  the  States  were 
lower  than  a  year  earlier,  so  that  total  income  including  Government  payments 
for  the  region  as  a  whole  was  up  only  ik  percent.    All  States  in  the  region 
recorded  increases  in  income  during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the  increases 
ranging  from  2  percent  in  LTevada  to       percent  in  Arizona. 

ESTIMATES  OE  l^ET  lUGOME  PER  PERSON  ON  EARl'.lS  FROM  FAPaMIlTG 
MiD  INCOL/IE  PER  CAPITA  OE  PERSONS  NOT  ON  EARliS,  1909-^0 

The  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  has  recently  completed  an  analysis 
of  historical  data  available  on  agricultural  and  national  income  8-nd  has  made 
available  for  the  first  time  a  comparable  series,  from  I909  to  date,  of  calen- 
dar year  estimates  of  the  net  income  from  agriculture  per  person  on  f  arm.s  and 
the  per  capita  incomie  of  persons  not  on  farms.     These  series  of  estimates  have 
been  prepared  to  provide  a  com.parison  between  the  net  income  of  persons  on 
farm.s  from  farming  and  the  income  per  person  not  on  farms  as  required  in  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938.    This  Act  specifies  that:  "'Parity', 
as  apt::  led  to  income,   shall  be  that  per  capita  net  income  of  individuals  on 
farme,  from  farming  operations  that  bears  to  the  p'=r  ca.pita  net  income  of  in- 
dividuals not  on  farms  the  sajne  relation  as  prevailed  during  the  period  from. 
August  1909  to  July  I91U." 

In  the  preprration  of  these  estimates  it  was  necessary  to  bring  to- 
gether all  the  information  available  on  agric-jltural  income  and  expenditures 
and  to  analyze  the  various  estimates  of  national  incom:e  which  have  been  made 
for  different  pez'iods  since  I909.     The  estimates  of  income  from  agriculture 
per  person  on  farr.s  and  the  per  capita  inco;;.e  of  persons  not  on  f^rms,  to- 
gether with  a  svjf.nr^vy  of  the  series  used  in  deri"'?"ing  these  esv. i  ma'^ es ,  a.re  given 
in  tables  6-9  at  the  end  of  this  report.     The  footnotes  accom-oanyi ng  the  tables 
cite  the  various  sources  of  informiation  anl  give  definitions  used  in  preparing 
the  various  estim.ates.     Future  issues  of  Tne  Fa,rm  Income  Situation  vill  con- 
tain some  of  the  more  detailed  series  of  estima,tes  on  agricultural  income  by 
groups  of  commodities  and  a  breakdown  of  the  e>qpense3  incurred  in  agricultural 
production.
